However this volatile line 
of industry is at the mercy of 
good climatic conditions 
which can be most erratic for 
its few coastal resorts.

The clubs largely attract 
comparatively small crowds, 
(well below 10,000), other 
than the two traditional giant 
clubs Nacional and Penarol.

All the above factors com- 
bined, has seen the domestic 
standard of Uruguay's Soccer 
slowly slide away.

ustralia’s Mark Bosnich has been 

warned he must improve if he is to 

ayoid the same immense frustration 
on the sidelines at Chelsea which ended his 
career at Old Trafford. 

Chelsea coach Claudio Ranieri admits 
Bosnich is unhappy at not yet being picked in 
the first team despite having joined the club 
seven months ago. 

While Ranieri understands what Bosnich is 
going through, he will not be swayed by emo- 
tion and believes there is room for improvement 
in the Australian's game. 

“If he improves, then he can play, But if Ed 
de Goey continues to play well then Carlo 
Cudicini will have to wait, just like Mark 
Bosnich also has to wait,” declared Ranieri. 


Mark Bosnich: Frustrated at lack of 
first team opportunity at Chelsea. 


“For sure, he’s not happy. All players are 
happy if they play and are not happy if they 
don’t. It’s normal. 

“He is in good condition but I want him to 
improve. At the moment, | prefer Ed de Goey. 
Mark Bosnich knows the reason but I only 
speak about things like that with my players.” 


There could therefore be echoes of the situa- 
tion at United, where Bosnich was relegated to 
third-choice and, at one stage, fourth-choice 
keeper. 

Ranieri understands Bosnich’s frustration 
could reach a point where he seeks a move if the 
situation continues, although he stressed that 
“before he leaves, he should speak with me”. 

But it was that failure to be guaranteed a reg- 
ular place that led to Dennis Wise and Gustavo 
Poyet leaving this summer, while squad rotation 
became an issue for some players under 
Gianluca Vialli. 

Maintaining happiness between two keepers 
is hard enough, but Ranieri insisted that three of 
them being at the club is a situation that could, 
in his view, carry on all season. 

‘As for inevitably disappointing two of them 
each time he picks the team, Ranieri insists 
“that’s not difficult for me”. 

He added: “My character is this - you are 
paid to train and then there is one person who 
‘chooses and that is the coach. 

“I know it’s very difficult to choose but the 
main thing is Chelsea. I want to do the best 
thing for Chelsea. 

“I can make mistakes but I believe in 
Chelsea, When I change the system or the play- 
ers, it’s not because I believe it’s better for me 
or them, but for Chelsea. I am very focused on 
that.” 

Bosnich must therefore attempt to follow the 
example of de Goey, who was himself axed 
from the first team for eight months after a loss 
of form culminated in mistakes at Ipswich on 
Boxing Day last year. 

“His attitude was fantastic, He is a big man.

Q: What inspired you to 
take up this project of bring- 
ing the Senegal national side 
to Australia prior to the 
World Cup finals next year? 

0 N T was in 
Senegal in August, last 
month during which I was 
privileged to have audience 
with the Honourable Prime 
Minister of Senegal, Mame 
Madior Boye. Knowing that 
the Senegal national team 
had just qualified for the 
2002 World Cup finals, and 
are now preparing for the 
competition, I made it known 
to her that Australia would 
be the best to come for the 
team in their preparations. 

I managed to also talk 
with the Senegalese Minister 
of Sports, Mr Joseph Ndong 
about this idea and he sup- 
ported it, T also tried to con- 
tact Elhadj Malick ‘Souri’ 
Sy, the Director of Sports in 
charge of technical matters, 

Based on my experience 
during the Sydney Olympic 
games last year when the 
Senegalese athletes came to 
the country, they had a lot of 
potentials, even though they 
didn’t perform well at_the 
games. believe one of the 
reasons why they underper- 
formed was because they did 
not prepare enough prior to 
the Olympics. Despite that, 
they put up a good fight. 

I therefore do not want 
that to happen again. If 
Senegal want to make any 
impact at the World Cup 
finals, I think they need a 
very good build-up. A spe- 
cial kind of preparation and 
think Australia, with its great 
facilities, atmosphere and 
proximity to Japan/South 
Korea — venue of the World 
Cup finals — remains the 
ideal place for the team to 
prepare.

Farina preferred to play away first 
on November 18 and the return leg at 
the MCG on November 25, but that 
seems unlikely, although Farina will 
keep pushing for a first-up home 
game, 

The World Cup draw will take 
place on December | in Busan, South 
Korea, and all of Australia wants the 
Socceroos to take that last spot among 
the 32 nations to decide the world title 
in South Korea and Japan next year. 

Australia’s preparation will be lim- 
ited. There might be a game against 
Nigeria, which has already qualified, 


in England next month — and possi- 
bly against Japan as well. Senegal, 
that also qualified, might be another 
possibility, but so far there has been 
no confirmation. 

Its only pre-playoffs encounter is 
likely to be against France in 
Melbourne on November 11. 
Australia beat France 1-0 (and Brazil) 
in Japan during the Confederations 
Cup last June, but the world and 
European champion may be a shadow 
of its glittering self if a boycott by 
several European clubs succeeds.

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South explains 
axed China 
training tour

he horrendous terrorist attacks 
T: American soil last week 

turned South Melbourne’s China 
tour upside down within 36 hours. 

South cancelled its tour of China last 
Friday due to the terrorist campaign in the 
USA, South general manager Damien 
Phillips announced late last Friday, 

“Players and club offi initially 
agreed to postpone the China trip for 48- 
hours, however, with reports confirming 
further trouble not only in the USA but 
also in Afghanistan and Pakistan, the club 
decided to cancel its tour to China alto- 
gether. We were due to fly out last 
Wednesday, but we made the decision 
after speaking with the players and upon 
hearing further media reports,” Phillips 
said. 

Phillips said the safety of the team was 
the club’s “number one priority” and the 
continued threat in the world after the 
attacks was not worth the risk, 

“Byeryone involved felt that the situa- 
tion around the world was still too yolatile, 
With many sports around the world, 
including Champions League matches 
being postponed or cancelled, we thought 
it was best for all involved that the tour be 
cancelled,” Phillips said. 

‘The club has changed its training sched- 
ule to undergo a training camp at the 
Australian Institute of Sport. It will play 
trial matches against the AIS, Canberra 
Cosmos, and another NSW opponent 
before returning for a friendly game 
against former NSL rivals, and current 
Victorian Premier League champion, 
Heidelberg United at Olympic Village on 
Monday 24 September. 


jee Tuesday morning, when nobody 
could have anticipated what was about 
to happen that night (Australian time), 
South unwrapped its squad to tour China. 

The squad was scheduled to fly out the 
following day, last Wednesday, but the 
shocking terrorist attacks that destroyed 
the twin towers of New York’s World 
Trade Center and hit America’s military 
and intelligence headquarters, the 
Pentagon, in Washington, threw its jour- 
ney into confusion. 

Phillips immediately announced the 
club’s tour had been postponed, citing 
obvious air safety issues after a meeting 
with staff and players. 

“Tt was felt with the continued yolatili- 
ty in the world after the attacks, it was best 
to wait and see how the events unfold,” 
Phillips said. 

A day later the tour had been cancelled. 
South’s planned tour included three 
matches, starting with an opening game 
against LiaoNing in Beijing last Sunday, 
September 16. Its second match against 
TianJing Tida, also in Beijing, was sched- 
uled for the following Wednesday and its 
third match against QiDiao in the city of 
Shangdong, was planned for next 
Saturday. South was set to return on 
Monday, September 24. 

Last Tuesday, South Melbourne 
revealed its “new look” squad, which 
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included new signings Peter Buljan, from 
Perth Glory midfielder Joe Bacak, who 
has returned to Melbourne after six years 
playing in Holland, Germany and Greece, 
and Clayton Bell, from defunct Victorian 
NSL club Eastern Pride. 

Asif there was a curse hanging over the 
trip already, experienced midfielder David 
Clarkson was forced to withdraw through 
injury. He will miss the NSL season, start- 
ing next month, having to undergo a knee 
reconstruction.

“J tore a medial tendlon in my right 
knee at training when I ran into (striker)

“PSV today made its protest in 
writing to UEFA.”

We must not let players 
play under such emotional pres- 
sure,” said PSV chairman Harry 
Van Raaij.
